' A deciiion that is of general | 
interest was rendered by Judge C.! 


IW. Hoffmann in his court in Cin- 
cinnati Thursday. Relative to 
the decision the Enquirer said: 
' "A country store operated in \\ 
Biotioii picture theatre is not a 
gambling device or scheme, ac- 
cording to a decision of Judge C. 
W. Hoffmann yesterday, sustain- 
3Uig a demurrer to an affidavit 
charging George F. Hornung, pro- 
prietor of the Americus theatre, 
4026 Hamilton avenue, with con- 
tributing to juvenile delinquency. 


"The opinion was rendered by 


the court in a test case made at the 
instance of the Motion Picture Ex- 
hibitors' league when the Juvenile 
Protective Asaociaion caused Hor- 
Ziung's arrest several months ago. 


"At the last session of the leg- 


islature the law was amended so 
that proprietors of gambling de- 
pees and proprietors of gambling 


schemes' could be held for con- 
tributing to juvenile delinquency. 
Hornung was charged with con- 
tributing to the delinquency of.a 
thirteen-year-old boy who, it was 
admitted, received a ticket at his 
theatre. A certain number had 
been drawn by one of the audi- 
ence, who was blindfolded, and 
the holder of the corresponding 
ticket was entitled to a prize the 
value of $1. 


"In his opinion Judge Hoffman 


says that gambling is 'exposing 
money or a thing of value to risk 
or hazard of chance.' The boy in 
this instance stood no chance of 
losing anything, though he did 
stand a chance to gain. The 
own- 


er of the theatre did not risk any- 
thing, as he knew he was to give 
away a certain amount each night. 
Therefore, the court holds that the 
element of gambling did not en- 
ter into the transaction."
